MOODY PICKS COOLIDGE 


Famous Economist Says President Has Statistic Cinch; 
Great A. B. A. Convention Looms 


“Statistically speaking.” writes 
John Moody, in a special analysis 
of the election outlook, “ the Dem- 
ocratic party has no chance. The 
practical alternatives are Mr. Coo!- 
idge or else an election by the 
House.” 

It was John Moody, who in Sep- 
tember, 1916, estimated that Wilson 
would be elected by 276 electoral 
votes as against 255 for Hughes; 
the actual vote was 277 to 254. 
Again in September, 1920. Mr. 
Moody forecast an electoral vote 
of 399 to 132 im favor .of Mr. 
Harding, whereas the actual! figures 
proved to be 404 to 127.

Where Child is, Liberated When Wife Drops Suit;

Thomas M. Py ler, voluntary 
martyr, who hAs languished tn the 
County Jail for seven months be- 
cause he was too stubborn to give 
in to the court's order, regained his 
freedom yesterday at a gesture 
from his wife, Elva M. Pyler. 


After his release Pyler made the 
following announcement very feel- 
ingly: 
“Seven months In jail is merely 
a fiy speck in my life, but what I 
think of the courts and the law 
would be enough to keep me in 
jail the rest of my life.” 

‘To this, a few minutes later in 
Judge Summerfield’s department of 
the Superior Court wat®dded the 
following equally heart-felt state- 
ment of Mrs. Pyler: 

“I would marry Mr. Pyler or 
anything else to get my little girl 


back. There will be no marriage, 
however, until she is returned 
and he will have to wwwprove 
himeelt. I have lived with him 


for eight years and he never would 
support me. He will have to do 
better than that.” 

And with this ultimatum, after 
effecting her husband's separation 


from jail fare and bare walis, Mrs. 
Pyler left the courtroom. 

Back on March 6 last, Pyler ap- 
peared before Judge Summerfield 
on a contempt charge for his refus- 
al to bring his little 3-year-old 
daughter Jean to court in order 
that her custody might be de- 
cided. 

The court asked Pyler to pro- 
duce the child, but the latter was 
adamant.
